WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew says 
he is opposed to busing to 
achieve 
racial 
balance 
in 


schools but is opposed also to a 
constitutional 
amendment 
to 


prohibit busing. 


"If the school busing is pure- 


ly to achieve a racial balance 
with no educational reason at- 
tached to it, I would have to 
say yes, I am opposed to it," 
Agnew said in an interview 
taped for broadcast Tuesday on 
NBC's Today show. 


"I don't favor a constitutional 


amendment because I think it 
fuzzes and obfuscates the entire 
issues. Neither do I favor a

gram. 


The Senate passed and sent 


to the House a bill to appro- 
priate 1200,000 to establish a 
drug enforcement agency in the 
State Police. 


The House passed and sent to 


the governor a bill to allow the 
state personnel director to ad- 
just salaries of state employes 
where inequities exist because 
of implementation of the job 
classification and compensation 
plan. 


Also passed by the House and 


sent to the governor was a bill 
to add $300,000 to the gover- 
nor's emergency fund and to 
set aside $200,000 from the fund 
for air conditioning and repairs 
at the Blind School and for ex- 
pansion of the general adult 
education program of the Edu- 
cation Department.

become law, in addition to set- 
ting the May 30 and June 13 
primaries, sets the filing period 
from March 14 to April 4. 
That's a three-week period. Un- 
der the existing law, filing 
would be in a two-week period 
between April 4 and April 14. 


All pending bills give political 


parties the option of selecting 
national convention delegates 
by convention, rather than by 
primary as established in the 
1971 election law.

leum, interest on borrowed 
money and property taxes in- 
creased less. 


Spending by fanners in 1971 


for feeder or replacement live- 
stock increased about five per 
cent last year, down from the 
usual annual increase ^ around 
six per cent. That resulted 
mostly 
from 
fewer animals 


being bought in 1971 because of 
higher feed prices. 


Greater supplies of feed in 


1972 at lower prices are result- 
ing in greater demand for fee- 
der and replacement animals," 
the report said. "Accordingly, 
prices of most of these animals 
will stay high." 


Seed prices rose more than 


usual last year, mainly because 
of higher seed corn. Larger 
supplies of com seed are ex- 
pected to stabilize those costs 
in 1972, the report said.

As a rule, giving a check that 


bounces is not a crime if the 
person honestly expected it to go 
through. But he must have a 
reasonable expectation, not just 
a pious hope. Consider this case: 


An oil promoter, trying to sell 


stock to an investor, thought the 
deal 
was 
almost 
sewed 
up. 


Counting on some quick cash, ne 
wrote a large check to cover 
various expenses. But the deal 
fell 
through 
and 
the 
check 


bounced. 
Was this a criminal offense/ 


A court said yes, because the 
promoter had no solid basis for 
expecting his check to be good. 
"Mere hope," said the court, was 
not enough. 


Suppose the person expects 


just the opposite: that his check, 
although good when he wrote it, 
will be bad by the time it gets 
to the bank. Thus: 


A man wrote a check for $25 


while he still had $100 in his ac- 
count. But he knew perfectly 
well that he had already written 
several 
other 
checks 
which 


would wipe out the $100. 


A court ruled afterward that 


he was indeed guilty of an of- 
fense. The court said what mat- 
tered was not the situation at the 
time he wrote the check but the 
situation at the "moment of 
truth"—when the check was pre- 
sented at the bank for payment.

For example, as 
things currently stand in the 
Eastern Conference, the two 
leaders would qualify, and the 
next two teams with the best 
records—New York and Phila- 
delphia—would also qualify, 
even though both are in the At- 
lantic Division. 


Last year Phoenix, despite a 


48-34 record, did not qualify for 
the playoffs, finishing third in 
the Midwest .Division behind 
Milwaukee and Chicago. 


In other actions taken by the 


board of Governors, NBA Com- 
missioner J. Walter Kennedy 
explained that the league would 
accept applications from poten- 
tial hardship cases for its 1972 
draft up to one week following 
the last post-season

tournament. This would make 
the deadline March 25 instead 
of Dec. 1, as previously set.

Inmates to 
Get Attorney 
CUMMINS PRISON FARM, 


.irk. (AP) — State Correction 
Commissioner Terrell Don Hut- 
to says at least one attorney 
will be hired by July 1 to help 
inmates with their legal prob- 
lems. 
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Hempstead County. The addition 
of a similar school in Texarkana 
can do nothing but strengthen the 
supply of skilled technicians for 
new industry in our area. This is 
significant progress for the 
Southwest, making our area 
consistently more attractive to 
good, clean industry, as well as 
up-grading the quality of the 
professions. 


Another important group of 


legislation was House Bills 6, 7 
and 10. These programs are the 
Rural Medical Practice Act and 
the Family Practice Program at 
the University of Arkansas 
Medical Center. 


One will allow 
medical 


students to borrow money ($5,000 
per year, interest free) in return 
for signed agreements that they 
will return, upon graduation, to 
our communities of less than 
6,000 population. If the student 
stays for two years, the debt is 
erased. It is evident that this is a 
most 
important 
piece 
of 


legislation, especially for many 
Southwest Arkansas counties. I 
believe this will herald a return 
of good medical care to our rural 
areas, where many who need 
attention are our elderly citizens. 
Remember that 45 per cent of the 
doctors in Arkansas are located 
in Pulaski (Little Rock) and 
Sebastian (Fort Smith) counties. 
This leaves 55 per cent of the 
doctors to serve 80 per cent of the 
population living in % per cent of 
the area of the state. 


The other bill dealt with 


legislation to enable the Med 
Center to make Family Practice 
a full department—equal in 
stature to such departments as 
Pediatrics, General Surgery, 
Internal Medicine, etc. 


Family Practice is an area 


which the medical profession has 
neglected in the past two 
decades. So many breakthroughs 
in medicine caused almost a 
total emphasis in specialization. 
It is easy to see why Family 
Practice was neglected. The 
problem, of course, is that the 
vast majority of people who need 
medical attention do not need a 
specialist. The Family Practice 
Bill, should help make more 
family doctors available for the 
citizens of our state.

Dear Reader — Now you 


have really put me on the 
spot. The truth of the matter 
is, by our concepts of physi- 
ology, the Ideations of nerves 
in the body, how nerve sig- 
nals are transmitted for pain 
and how nerves are blocked, 
there just isn't any good ex- 
planation as to why acupunc- 
ture should work, if in fact 
it does. 


I can't totally discount the 


fact that it might be useful 
in certain instances, since 
we are always learning new 
things about the body, and 
e v e n new ways in which 
things are relayed by the 
nervous system. There are 
many feedback mechanisms 
from the skin itself t h a t 
cause all sorts of problems. 
A good example is letting the 
skin be chilled or cooled and 
ending up with a stiff neck. 


There is another aspect of 


all this and that is the ques- 
tion of hypnotism or sug- 
gestibility. The western mind 
is not as susceptible to hyp- 
notism and cannot produce 
self-induced trances. In fact. 
I believe it is a perfectly fair 
statement to make that the 
v a s t majority of western 
physicians have little or no 
knowledge of hypnotism. As 
a side comment, t h e r e is 
probably a reason for this, 
one being that Freud was 
opposed to hypnosis and the 
reason was because of his 
own problems. He attempted 
hypnosis and at the end of 
the hypnotic session his fe- 
male patient became amor- 
ous and t h r e w her arms 
around him This so fright- 
ened Freud that he advised 
against the use of hypnosis. 
Ever since then hypnosis has 
rot really been explored ade- 
quately by psychiatrists or 
other disciplines in medicine 
in the western world. 


It is true, however, that 


hypnosis can be u s e d in 
some individuals to perform 
m a j o r surgery, including 
radical r e m o v a l of the 
breast.

French scientist Michel Siffre 
faces today the first full day of 
20p during which he will be 
alone in a tune vacuum, buried 
alive beneath millions of tons of 
Texas limestone rock.

at 2:15 p.m. Monday, Siffre has 
no means of telling time. \ , 


He wflTfemain cut off from 


the tyranny of clocks in a tune 
rhythm set only by the waking, 
easting and sleeping needs of 
his body. 


Aim of the experience is to 


show that men in space can 
adapt without difficulty to a 44- 
hour cyde of 36 hours activity 
and 12 hours sleep instead of 
the 24 hour cycle of 16 hours 
activity and 8 hours sleep 
which is customary. 


Although Siffre had a couple 


of comrades with him for the 
first night to help with the in- 
stallation of his camp, the last 
of them was to leave by eve- 
ning. From then on, he will be 
utterly alone. 


Sophisticated 
electronic 


equipment in a tent laboratory 
atop the mountain will monitor 
his health and bodily reactions., 


Frosen food will be lowered 


to him by teammates when he 
is sleeping. His only contact 
with the surface will be daily 
telephone calls, during each of 
which he will give his estimate 
of the date and hour to be 
checked against the calendar. 


Medical and biological tests 


wiU occupy much of his uneven 
days. He will keep a diary and 
prepare notes for a book. For 
his leisure, he has a phono- 
graph and records and a shelf 
of carefully chosen books, and 
lots of time to meditate on fu- 
ture experiments. 


"I'll never be bored," the 33- 


year-old scientist said minutes 
before he descended into Mid- 
night Cave 50 miles north of 
here. 


"I may get moments of de- 


pression, yes, that it possible, 
but I won't be bored," he said. 


Asked if he was a religious 


man who believed in God, 
Siffre said: "Not in the strict 
way. 
But I believe there is 


something called God. I think 
rarely of God now, but hours of 
confinement and isolation can 
change a man." 


Qiestioned about the possible 


danger from rockfalls, Siffre 
said: "In a cave you always 
have some danger. For ex- 
ample, you could break a leg. 
But this is an easy cave."

cret trips to Peking and Paris 
will be home minding the White 
House's central command post 
when President Nixon and Kis- 
singer visit China. 


He's Brig. Gen. Alexander M. 


Haig Jr., deputy national secur- 
ity adviser, or in the sports 
parlance Nixon likes, "Henry's 
first substitute." 


Haig, 47, has been in on ev- 


ery twist and turn of Nixon's 
new China policy and had a 
round of advance planning with 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai. 


But with Nixon and Kissinger 


absent, someone has to keep an 
eye on developing world crises 
and the day-to-day worlt of the 
100-member staff of the Nation- 
al Security Council. 


Haig's the one. "I do not 


travel when Henry travels," he 
said in an interview. 


Kissinger stayed home when 


Haig visited mainland China in 
January as head of a team 
planning Nixon's visit. 


He said the Chinese he met 


were 
"extremely 
hospitable, 


extremely sensitive, very con- 
scious of the events in our 
country" and he observed "a 
highly organized society, an im- 


pressive people obviously dedi- 
cated to improving their lot." 


Of Nixon's visit, he said: 


"We don't expect diplomatic re- 
lations to be resumed. But we 
hope we could have something 
that would provide for commu- 
nications between the two gov- 
ernments." 


Haig, a West Point graduate 


who has spent much of his ca- 
reer in Asia and won the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross in a 
major Vietnam battle in 1967, 
plays the key role of traffic 
manager on the NSC staff.

tions for decisions on foreign- 
polcy issues and, like Kissin- 
ger, frequently receives a sum- 
mons from Nixon to give his 
views on policy.
